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ROADS IN RATE PLEA

Pen nsylvania Representative
Tells Commission Expenses
Are Up $42,600,000 a Year

The need for a general advance in rall-
road freight rates on account of the recent
inocreases in the costs of fuel, materinlg, la-
bor and tuxes, and the reduced efliciency of
labor, was explained in detiil before the
Public Service Commisslon of Pennsylviania
today at the Bellevue-Stratford by George
D. Dixon, of the Pennsylvania Rallroad
The advance, &ald Mr. Dixon, should be at
least 16 per cent In all class and com-
modity freight rates and fifteen cents per
ton on bituminous coal, coke and ores,

Among the items of increased running
expenses of the Pennsylvania Rallroad
system for the current’ year over last year,
as estimated by Mr. Dixon, were the fol-
lowing: Fuel coal, $10,200,000 increase
materinls and supplies, $11,000,000; woges
on secount of the Adamson law, $13,000.-
000 Incresse ; wage adjustments for eme
pleyes other than trainmen, §7.400.000;
taxes, $600,000; making a total increase
in operating expenses of $42.600,000 & year,

In regard to the reduced efficlency of
mbor, Mr, Dixon said: "It is'the experience
of the Pennsylvania Rallroud that, even
with the I.nc,rl.u-d rates of pay, there I8 a
constant change and unrest in the forces
of labor which reduces the efficlency und
production received per dollar expggded.”
